Eisenhower’s Domestic Program 


THE REACTIONARY NATURE of Eisenhower's 
State.of the Union message, as it applies to domestic issues, 
is contained in his brief but revealing discussion of the 
budget, the tax question and civil rights. 

Eisenhower told Congress that he wanted to “balance 
the budget” but NOT through reducing the armaments 
drive. And he went out of his way to throw a wet blanket 
on the proposals of certain GOP Congressmen for moderate 
tax cuts in line with election promises. There will be no 
tax cuts until the budget is balanced, because the cost of 


‘war must be met, the President announced. 


But, he added significantly, “we must develop a sys- 
tem of taxation which will impose she least obstacle to the 
dynamic growth of the country.” This is Chamber of Com- 
merce talk which, when translated into everyday English, 


méans that taxes on business will be reduced and that re- | 


strictions on corporation profits will be eliminated. 

The government will develop public power, he said, 
but “in partnership” with private. business. 

The Taft-Hartley Act will be amended, but not in any 
manner that would cause business men to lose their “re- 


spect” for it. 
Wage controls will be dropped, which is all to the 


good, but with them ‘will go price controls and the last 
feeble hindrance to the monopolists’ hiking of the cost of 
living. ‘Even rent controls are not to be with us for long. 


‘Eisenhower sounded a throw-back to.Herbert Hoover 
when he rejected “government paternalism” in labor-man- 
agement controversies. Differences should be resolved b 
the parties to the dispute, with federal interference, he said. 
But, as every trade unionist knows, this is a phony “neu- 
tralism.” 

Under Harry Truman, who felt compelled on occasion 
to make concessions to the trade unions, the power of gov- 
ernment was nonetheless repeatedly thrown against labor 
and on the side of management, for example, in nine Taft- 

injunctions and in million-dollar fines against the 
Mine Workers. 

What Eisenhower has in mind is not any real impar- 
tiality but rather a studied policy of standing aside, of re- 
fusing to protect labor from the illegal force and violence 
which the corporations desire to use against labor. 

Almost a year ago, Wall Street, speaking through the 
column of Henry Hazlitt in Newsweek magazine, said there 
must be restored to business “the right to break strikes.” 
The Eisenhower policy is to protect that “right” while ig- 
noring the legal and constitutional rights of labor. 

‘Eisenhower's concern for the “rights” of the corpora- 
tions has its counterpart in his devotion to the reactionary 
doctrine of “state’s rights’—the age-old alibi of those who

Truman’s Final ‘Prosperity’ 
Boast Debunked by Own Data 


By Labor Research Association 
(Second of two Articles) 

THE VARIOUS CLAIMS 
about improving standards of 
living made in the last Economic 
Report by Harry Truman are 
debunked by his own economic 
advisers who point out in the 
body of their “Annual Economic 
Review” attached to his report: 

“The increases in real dis- 
posable personal income in the 
postwar period have been rela- 
tively small , . . contrary to the 
common impression, average 
hourly earnings in manufactur-
